In a special interview for the Daily 
News yesterday, Prof. Charles Gil- 
man Hyde, consulting engineer for 
the State Board of Health, and pro. 
fessor of sanitary engineering at the 
University of California, gave his 
views on the proposed water system, 
the bonding for which the citizens 
of Richmond will be asked to vote 
upon September 22.

“No person who has really gone 
into the matter of filtration or chem- 
ical treatment of water can seriously 
entertain the opinion that any pos- 
sible danger of typhoid germs or any 
other dangerous water germs cannot 
be eliminated.
